A party of officials fs to visit the 
selected areas this week and to be- 
gin the preliminary work. This will 
consist of erection of reception, ad- 
ministrative and medical huts, de- 
marcation of sites for the living hut- 
ments and arrangements for accom- 
modation, feeding and care. 

Government hopes that many of 
the residents will be able to erect 
thefr own huts, for which Govern- 
ment will make material available. 
Untill these buildings are completed, 
Government will provide. 

The pioneer party will.Include Mr 
S. F. Balfour (District OMcer South), 
Dr J. B. Mackie (Medical Depart- 
ment) ond Mr F. W. Kendall (Public 
Works Department). 


As announced, Government hopes 
to reduce the urban congestion, pro- 
vide homes for the poor where they 
can cultivate land, Increase the 
Colony's food supply by this agri- 
culture and improve the publle health 
generally. Sub-committees have been 
set up to attend to the medical, trans- 
portation, building, marketing of 
produce and other problems. 

In addition, Government is paying 
attention to the*industrial factor and 
hopes ‘to add to the scheme the at- 
traction of factory or other employ= 
ment. It also hopes that Lantau and 
Hebe Haven will appeal to the weal- 
thier classes os cheap and convenient 
sanctuary in the event of war bomb- 
ing.

There has been a sudden scrious resurgence of 
Cholera in the Colony, no fewer than.14 cases being re- 


ported yesterday. 


There were two cases on Monday and 


two during the week-end, some of the.cases being of a 


virulent type. : 

Coming in this period of cold wea- 
ther, this sudden outbreak is unusual 
and, therefore alarming, Some 
special cause Js suspected, and it is 
noted that there have been some 20 
cases since the black-out exerelses 
last week, Two of the cases develop- 
ed ‘in Victorin Gaol, among newly 
arrested prisoners. The Medical 
Authorities report that, during -the 
binck-out, some dumping of night- 
soll by carrying coolle in the streets 
took place, and the Inference is that 
this Js In some part responsible. It 
{s also pointed out, however, that 
following the extensive epidemics of 
Cholera over the past few years, 
there must be carriers, people who 
had mild attacks‘ unknown to the 
nuthorities, who are potential 
mennaces to the community and who 
sprend infection wherever conditions 
deteriorate. aoe 
Special Appeale .- 

The Health Authorities make an 
urgent appeal to the public to take 
their own precautions at once, The 
Director’ of Medical Services, the 
Hon. Dr P. S. Selwyn-Clarke, men- 
tioned the matter Inst night at the 
Medical Canference, ‘when he re- 
quested private practitioners to urge 
inoculation, . i 
, All who have not been inoculated 
for six months, should obtain in- 
oculation iImmediutely. All serious 
cases of Diarrhoea should be report

Characteristiés 
Distinctive characteris- 
tics of the new synthetic 
include. greater ability to 
stretch than natural rub- 
ber; remarkable stability 
and durability; freedom 
from impurity; taste and 
odour; lack of colour; 
good age, tear and abra- 
sion, resistance; amazing 
resistanee to mineral acids 
and unusual electrical pro- 
perties, : 
- Dr Frolich showed by 
means of motion picture 
film the difference between 
natural rubber and syn- 
thetic rubber. Nature’s 
rubber is made up of ex- 
tremely long, chainlike 
molecules in which the 
atoms are so arranged 
that a product is obtained 
with a-high degree of 
elasticity. Rubber, how- 
ever, does ‘not have much 
mechanical strength until 
it has been vulcanised. 
“The reason why rubber 
has become one of our 
most valuable structural’ 
materials can be at- 
tributed to two of its 
molecular characteristics 
—elasticity and unsatura- 
tion,” Dr Frolich explain- 
‘ed, “However, ‘this ‘very 
chemical unsaturation, 
which is so essential from 
the standpoint of vuleani- 


' closely 


sation, is also'the greatest 
shortcoming of rubber, for 
the reason that there is 
too.much of it. . 

“Rubber is so highly un- 
saturated that it remains un- 
stable and chemically reactive 
even after it has been com- 
bined with the’ small amount 
of sulphur normally required 
in the vulennisation process,” 
Af we try to use enough sul- 
phur to overcome this,’ we 
obtain hard rubber or ebonite 
—obviously not the answer 
for producing ‘clastic and pli- 
able rubber goods.”

Just as a spare tyre loses 
more and more of its poten- 
tial road mileage as it grows 
older, so all of our many rub- 
ber household articles, inelud- 
ing. rubber-insulated electric 
wiring, gradually deteriorate 
until they have to be replaced.

resembling Nature's 
product in some respects, 
while at the same. time sur- 
passing it in others. 

Since, like natural rubber, 
it is a hydrocarbon, butyl rub- 
ber definitely does not belong 
to the class of synthetics that 
are resistant to softening in 
petroleum solvents, Paradoxi- 
cally, however, it is more re- 
sistant to such simple aroma- 
tics as benzol and toluol than 
even the synthetic rubbers 
now employed in -gagoline- 
dispensing hose. It is more 
resistant than natural rubber 
to many oxygenated com- 
pounds and to certain other 
solvents .such as ethylene 


dichloride. 


Easily Moulded 
The new rubber is readily 
moulded even into articles of 
intricate design, and ita good 
tear resistance is an aid in 
removing such products from 
the hot mould. Its wear re- 
sistance may be made compar- 
able to natural rubber, and it 
igs also more resistant to con- 
tinued flexing both hot and 
cold. Indeed it will flex with- 
out cracking at a much lower 
temperature than any other 
rubber, natural or synthetic. 
Hot concentrated nitric acid, 
for example, has no visible 
effect.on the new rubber dur- 
ing a time interval which is 
sufficient to make a similar 
sample of natural rubber dis-
